Austin J. Tobin. New York, speak­ 
ing for the Conference on S tate D e­ 
fense, said th a t states and cities 
regard the battle over taxation as a 
battle for their preservation. 
While the com m ittee has rejected 
proposals to tax outstanding issues, 
the treasury is pressing its dem and 
th a t interest on future Issues be 
subjected to the federal income tax. 
"The real issue here should be very 
clear,” said Tobin. 
"It is an issue 
th a t transcends the field of ta x a ­ 
tion or the field of mere fiscal arg u ­ 
m ent. 
If congress had the power 
by simple statu te to tax state and 
m unicipal bonds, it has inevitably 
the power to control state and m u n i­ 
cipal financing. 
C ontrol O wn F in ancing 
"W ithout control of its own fi­ 
nancing no governm ent can continue 
as a free and independent state. 
And local governm ent is the entire 
basis of political democracy. 
T h at is why the state and cities 
befieve th at this is the chosen bat- 
leground 
upon 
which 
they m ust 


m ake th eir stand for the preserva­ 
tion of local governm ent and all 
th a t it m eans under our constitu­ 
tional system ” 
Carl H. C hatters. Nev. York direc­ 
tor of the M unicipal Finance O f­ 
ficers Association, said th a t arg u ­ 
m ents against the p ro p p e d tax in ­ 
clude the control the federal govern­ 
m en t would exercise over tne fmai - 
cial operations of states and m um 
palities and the use of such a devi e 
as an entering wedge to tax the rev­ 
enues of m unicipalities or states 
Tobin said “T he so-called evil or 
the exem pt security has been gross­ 
ly exaggerated." 
He denied th a t state and local 
bond issues are chiefly held by the
